Information Disclosure Statement 

The information disclosure statement (IDS) submitted on 3/8/2006 is in 
compliance with the provisions of 37 CFR 1 .97. Accordingly, the information disclosure 
statement is being considered by the examiner. 

REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

Claims 1-7 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: claim 1 is 
allowable because of the prior art, either singly or in combination, fails to anticipate or 
render obvious, the method wherein the carbonized material has an average true 
specific gravity of 1 .450 to 1 . 650 and a variation of the true specific gravity of 0.025 or 
less. These features in combination with the other elements of the claim are neither 
disclosed nor suggested by the prior art of record. 

Claims 2-7 depend from claim 1 so they are allowable for the same reason.
